Northampton Borough Council is 
being urged to sell the mayor's private 
number plate - worth over £250,000 - to 
help save Shopmobility. 

Last week it was revealed 
Northampton Shopmobility, which 
hires out mobility scooters for £3 a use, 


would be closing in September because 
its funding from the council has been 
cut from £11,000 to £8,000. 

At Monday’s full council meeting, the 
Tory-led authority faced angry reac¬ 
tions from members of the public, 
including campaigner Phil Leach, who 
pointed out the ‘NH1’ number plate on 
the mayor’s car was worth £250,000. 

Mr Leach is now calling for the idea of 


selling the plate to be put to a poll, 
saying: “I feel the sacrifice should 
be made to sell up and support 
essential public services.” 

However, an NBC spokesperson 
said: “Funding and budgetary 
responsibilities are incredibly com¬ 
plex - it is not as simple as selling the 
number plate to fund one particular 
organisation.”

On the beat in 60s Northampton 



When 95-year-old Bill 
Kendrick took up a trial run 
at Northants Police as a 
Special Constable, he was 
adamant that’s all it would 
be. 

But for the next 15 years, 
the Hardingstone resident 
was to pound the streets of 
Northampton on the beat - 
meeting George Best and 
the Queen along the way. 

And now, five decades 
later, Bill is taking a look 
back on his voluntary career 
as Northants Police cele¬ 
brates 50 years as a single 
force. 

It was in 1958 when Bill 
met the then-chief inspector 
of Northampton Borough 
Police - which would later 
merge with Northants 
County Constabulary to 
become one force. 

After taking up the chiefs 
offer to join the specials, Bill 
was handed the responsi¬ 
bilities of traffic duty at foot¬ 
ball games and being a may- 
oral escort. 

Based at Campbell Square 
police station, Bill had to 
balance his role with his day 
job - working as a produc¬ 


tion manager at J Beam 
Aerials. 

He remembers: “I knew I 
had over 100 people to look 
after at J Beam, but being a 
Special was something else 
to do. I used to like football 
and joining the Specials you 
could get in there for free, by 
doing traffic duty I could 
also meet the public, which 
was very interesting. 

“Ten minutes before the 
Cobblers match started, you 
would do your traffic duty, 
then you would go into the 
football ground and you 
would be free until 10 min¬ 
utes before the end, when 
you went back on traffic 
duty. I saw Georgie Best 
playing - he scored six 
goals.” 

Bill, who also patrolled in 
the town on Saturday nights 
and helped out at big events 
such as carnivals, says one 
of the biggest challenges 
was being in charge of 
directing traffic at busy 
junctions; a task that was 
completed with a smart uni¬ 
form and whistle, rather 
than in any high visibility 
clothing.

He particularly remembers 
directing five-way traffic at 
the Regent Square junction 
in Northampton, which 
would happen if a special 
‘emergency’ exercise was 
taking place in the town and 
the traffic lights went down. 

But before he gave up his 
role in 1973, he remembers 
1966, when Northants Police 


became a single force, as 
police staff and officers 
adjusted to the change in 
working. 

He recalled: “In 1966, there 
was some tension between 
Mereway Police and 
Campbell Square Police, I 
got the impression they 
weren’t happy with each 
other. 


“Campbell Square was the 
original police station and 
Mereway was the new police 
station that was responsible 
for county policing, but 
Campbell Square covered 
the town. 

“There was always a little 
animosity between the two, 
but that was many moons 
ago now.”

Missing man’s 
mystery death

Mystery still surrounds 
the death of a 5 5-year- 
old man from 
Northampton after 
remains were found in 
the River Nene opposite 
the Avon Factory in town 
last year. 

A resumed inquest held 
on Wednesday, at the 
Large Hall, Cripps Post 
Graduate Medical 
Centre, at Northampton 
General Hospital, deliv¬ 
ered an open verdict 
when it came to the cause 
of Mark Pettifer’s death. 

The coroner’s court 
heard from pathologist 
Dr Frances Hollingbury 
that his death could be 
have caused by drown¬ 
ing but the state of 
decomposition might 
have given artificial 
results. Dr Hollingbury 
was unable to categori¬ 
cally state his death had 
been caused by drown¬ 
ing and felt the only 
cause she could give was 
unascertained. 

In order to confirm this 
was Mr Pettifer’s body, 
two toothbrushes 
belonging to the 
deceased were sent to 
Cellmark Forensic 
Services in Oxford. 

It was confirmed the 
DNA profile was a match 
and the chances of it not 
being a match for Mark

Pettifer were 1 in 1 bil¬ 
lion. 

Mark Pettifer had gone 
missing on June 25, 2015, 
when he was last seen in 
the Semilong area of the 
town. He was reported 
missing to police, and 
was sleeping rough. 

His body was discov¬ 
ered by James Stanley on 
November 18, 2015, when 
he was clearing trees and 
shrubs on Nunn Mills 
Road opposite the Avon 
Factory. 

He spotted what he 
thought was a human 
body in the weeds imme¬ 
diately called the police. 

Mark’s second ex-wife 
Alison Williams 

explained Mark had been 
born at the Barratt 
Maternity Home in 
Northampton on 

September 21, 1960. 

She was unaware of 


much about his early life 
as Mark who she 
described as ‘an intro¬ 
vert’ and a ‘person with 
low self esteem’, never 
talked about his past. 

Alison and Mark met in 
October 2006 and moved 
into together in a house 
in Corby in 2007. 

They often had to move 
homes which made it 
very stressful and by 2011 
she went to live in 
Whitney in Oxfordshire 
while Mark went look 
after his elderly mother 
in Northampton. 

Mark became the only 
full time carer for his 
mother, Dorothy, before 
she was moved into a 
nursing home. 

They did get back 
together in 2013 when 
they both lived in 
Whitney but this did not 
last and Mark went back 
to Northampton. 

She discovered he was 
sleeping rough in a sleep¬ 
ing bag in a hedge out¬ 
side the Hope Centre in 
Northampton. 

She did not think he 
would have killed him¬ 
self as he was his moth¬ 
er’s full time carer and 
loved her so much. 

Senior coroner for 
Northamptonshire, 
Anne Pember said: “I am 
not able to say how Mark 
died and the only verdict 
I can record is an open 
verdict.” 


Aiming to turn off domestic abuse 


Northamptonshire Police 
have launched their county¬ 
wide domestic abuse cam¬ 
paign: Domestic abuse is 
control...Turn it off. 

The campaign aims to 
highlight types of controlling 
behaviours that are pat¬ 
terns of domestic abuse. 

It targets both men and 
women, who can be vic¬ 
tims and offenders. 

It stresses the ele¬ 
ment of control, both 
in terms of the perpe¬ 
trator controlling the victim 
and the victim being con¬ 
trolled, urging both victim or 
perpetrator to ‘turn it off’. 

Figures show 13 per cent 
of all crime for the past year 
in the county was domestic 
abuse related. Between 
January 2015 and December 


2015, of the 48,167 crimes 
recorded, 6,308 of them 
were related to domestic 
abuse. 



Three in four 
of these victims were 
women, with one in four vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse 
being men. 

While a significant propor¬ 
tion of the offenders in 


domestic abuse cases were 
men - 82.4 per cent, 
women accounted for 17.6 
per cent of offenders. 

One in four reports of 
domestic abuse involved 
alcohol, 36.4 per cent of 
issaults and 34.4 per 
ent of all rapes were 
lomestic abuse related. 

Superintendent Steve 
ingley, Head of 
iafeguarding, said: 

Domestic abuse is control. 
It’s about one person exert¬ 
ing power and control over 
another. We hope this cam¬ 
paign will help raise aware¬ 
ness and encourage victims 
of domestic abuse to come 
forward, but also highlight to 
offenders their controlling 
behaviours and encourage 
them to ‘turn it off’.” 


Power plant decision pulled at last minute 


Northampton Borough 
Council withdrew an 
option to lease land to the 
developer of a power plant 
planned for Northampton 
in a last-minute twist yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). 

Just moments before the 
land agreement with 
Rolton Kilbride was due to 
be considered at a cabinet 


meeting last night, the 
Tory-led authority with¬ 
drew the matter from the 
agenda, because the 
developer had ‘not carried 
out sufficient public con¬ 
sultation’. 

Had the two-year option 
deal gone ahead, it would 
have given Rolton Kilbride 
the opportunity to rent 


five acres of land at the 
Westbridge depot in St 
James to build the plant - 
which is currently home to 
the council’s waste dis¬ 
posal depot. 

The developer now 
needs to show they have 
carried out a ‘sufficient 
level of consultation’ until 
the deal can be discussed.

Staff and Students from the garden 
centre at Moulton College have been 
busy planning, growing and planting 
a spectacular carpet bedding flower 
display for the Queens 90th Birthday 
in Northampton Town Centre. 

The 9m2 Giant display has been 
planted into a specially designed 
wooden planter that is on an angle to 
show offthe display. Thebeddingplants 
are made of a variety of low growing 
dense plants including over 3,000 
Altemanthera as well as hundreds of 
echeveria, and Sempervivum. As the 
plants grow and combine together the 
colours will deepen and enrich the 
image to provide a long lasting and 
vibrant display. 



All of the plants have been planted 
with the aid of computer generated 
template that allows for perfect 
matching of colours and varieties to 
form the shape of a maj estic crown and 
the letters to indicate Her Majesties 
90 years on the Throne.

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Stepfather twice 
left girl pregnant

A former sports coach who twice made his 
young stepdaughter pregnant began serving 
a 24 year jail sentence last Friday. 

The 51-year-old man dominated and con¬ 
trolled the girl from when she was 12 until she 
was 19, Luton Crown Court heard. 

Last Friday, before the Corby man was sen¬ 
tenced, a heartbreaking statement made by 
the victim was read to the court. 

In it she said: “I have not had a childhood. I 
did not go to parties or play with friends. 

“That vile monster made me have his chil¬ 
dren, had full control of everything I did - who 
I spoke to, where I was going, what I was wear¬ 
ing. 

“I am so confused. I adore my children but 
cannot separate them from the nightmare I 
am trying to escape from. They tie me to the 
past.” 

She also revealed she had felt suicidal from 
the age of 12. 


The man had pleaded guilty to two charges 
of sexual activity with a child family member 
and sexual intercourse with a girl under 16. 

His trial ended last October but he could not 
be sentenced until now for legal reasons. 

Judge Lynn Tayton QC passed an extended 
sentence totalling 29 years. She said he would 
serve a prison sentence of 24 years and be on 
extended licence for a further five years. 

She also made a restraining order and a sex¬ 
ual harm prevention order. 

She told the defendant: “You commenced 
sexually abusing her when she was 12 and 
continued until she was 19 and reported the 
matter to police. You were her father figure. 

“When she turned 15 you began having sex 
with her two to three times a week, and you 
told her you wanted a child with her. 

“When she fell pregnant, still aged 15, you 
told her to say it was a boy she knew.” 

David Smithet, defending, said there had 
never been any complaints about his behav¬ 
iour with children when he was coaching 
them. He added the defendant had ‘started to 
make good use of his time in prison’.

The newspaper 
reported on Monday 
that a woman, who

She suspected the 
plants to be canna¬ 
bis, but when the 
borough council got 
its contractors to 
remove them, they 
‘checked on websites’ 
and decided the 
plants ‘don’t appear 
to be cannabis’.

Our securi¬ 
ty depends on coopera¬ 
tion with the rest of 
Europe. 

The European Union is 
not perfect by any 
means but we are more 
prosperous and live in a 
more peaceful world 
because of it. 

Northampton benefits 
hugely from EU mem¬ 
bership and that’s why 
I’m voting to REMAIN.

A stranger could 
help save my life’

A young teacher who is 
battling leukaemia and a 
rare bone marrow disease 
has been told her best hope 
of recovery lies in the hands 
of a stranger. 

Leanne ‘Tilly' Tillbrook, a 
25-year-old special needs 
teacher at the Wrenn 
Academy in Wellingborough, 
was diagnosed with bone 
marrow failure at 17 when 
studying for her A-levels at 
Wollaston School. 

The Rushden woman has 
gone through a variety of 
treatments including stem 
cell therapy and courses of 
anti-rejection drugs ever 
since, but has now been told 
that her best hope of a long¬ 
term cure is through a trans¬ 
plant. 

But with sister Jodie not 
being a match, she is reliant 
on a stranger through the 
Anthony Nolan donor regis¬ 
ter. 

Leanne said: “My doctors 
have told me there are risks of 
my cancer coming back and 
stronger so the transplant 
really is my best hope. At the 


moment there isn’t a match 
for me anywhere, so it feels 
like we are clinging onto 
straws and just desperately 
hoping to find a match. 

“I think it’s an incredible 
thing that there is a register of 
people out there who have 
signed up to donate their 
stem cells to a stranger but we 
need more people to sign up. 

“There are a lot of myths 
and horror stories out there 
about donating stem cells 
which just simply aren’t true. 


“It’s a lot simpler than 
people think, it’s just like an 
extended blood donation. It’s 
something so small for the 
donor but it has a massive 
impact for people like me and 
their families. I hope my story 
gives people the final push to 
go on the Anthony Nolan 
website, sign up and maybe 
one day save a life.”

School’s dramatic trip

Gateway services an hour later where 
they stopped for a break. 

While a storm started to pass over 
the Ml, traffic started to build and by 
junction 9 - the weather, coupled 
with an incident - brought all four 
coaches to a standstill. 

Instead, the fourth coach then 
decided to chance it on the A5 - while 
the others inched slowly forwards. 

Shortly before 6pm, nearly four 
hours later, the three coaches 
which stayed on the Ml had finally 
arrived back at school, but the 
diverting coach was nowhere to be 
seen. 

It turned out the coach was still in 
Bedfordshire, as it had been caught 
up in a flash flood which left 
Dunstable submerged in water. 

Finally, after safely making it 
through the water, the coach arrived 
home at 6.45pm. 

Headteacher Mark signed off his 
updates on Twitter with: “It has been 
an adventure!”

NOTHING is certain in life but death and taxes. 
You can add to that travel websites being hit 
with a spike in bookings once the groups have 
been sorted for a major football championship. 

It really does pay to shop around - even at 
this late stage. 

Flying out from Heathrow to Marseille with 
BA on the Friday before the first group game, 
returning on the Sunday, will set you back more 
than £700. Ouch! But if you fly to Nice you can 
save around £300 and take the train on the day 
of the game (about £40 return). 

A friend who is heading to France this month 
has been to every England away match in the 
past five years. He is flying out via Amsterdam 
and paid around £150 return when the draw was 
made. This cheaper method can still pay off, so 
get on those search engines. 


If you’re planning to go to all three England 
group games it will involve a fair amount of 
travelling. Marseille to Lens is more than 600 
miles and it’s another 450 miles to get back to St 
Etienne for the Slovakia match. 

An interrail pass is ideal and allows a choice 
of unlimited travel on up to eight days within a 
one-month period. An adult can travel for four 
separate days at a cost of £179 but, be warned, it 
is compulsory to pre-book seats on some trains. 

If money is no object, why not go to France in 
style on a Victor private jet service package? A 
multi-leg trip, flying out from London, and 
taking in the semi-finals in Lyon and Marseille 
before heading to Paris for the final on a 
six-seater Citation CJ3 jet will set back your 
group in the region of £14,000. Not exactly 
cheap, but definitely a trip to remember.

ENGLAND’S total allocation 
for the three group games is 
23,520, although the FA had to 
return tickets for the opener 
with Russia after failing to sell 
its allocation of nearly 11,000. 

If you haven’t secured your 
tickets through official channels 
such as the FA or UEFA, your 
options at this stage are to go 
down the secondary selling site 
route or buy outside the ground. 

Secondary sites, such as 
StubHub and Viagogo, have 
tickets available for the 
England v Russia match from 
about £120. Not surprisingly, 
the England v Wales clash at 
the 35,000 Stade Bollaert- 
Delelis in Lens is attracting the 
greatest demand, and will set 
you back at least £350. 

If you decide to wait until

IT really is jackpot time for 
hoteliers when England roll 
into town. 

With a predicted 50,000 fans 
heading over to France, there 
won’t be a shortage of takers 
for the few rooms which are 
still available. 

The late kick-off for the 
Russia match means there will 
be few trains leaving Marseille 
after the final whistle. Expect to 
pay at least four times the 
going rate for a room for the 
night, while the hostels are also 
extremely expensive. A couple 
of options worth pursuing are 
Airbnb or Homelidays. 

Lens - where the ground 
capacity is greater than the 
town’s population - will also 
present similar problems in 
terms of finding a bed for the 
night, while Lyon is the ideal 
place to be based for those 
making the trip to St Etienne.

Roy’s boys are on a roll

ON June 11, England will line 
up against Russia in the Stade 
Velodrome in the edgy city of 
Marseille for their first group 
match in Euro 2016 with 
genuine hope and anticipation. 

No one is saying they will 
win their first major football 
tournament since Alf Ramsey’s 
boys lifted the World Cup half 
a century ago. 

No one realistically is 
expecting the heady whirl of 20 
years ago, when England 
reached the semi-finals of Euro 
1996 to the captivating 
soundtrack of ‘Three Lions’. 

England have let down their 
fans too often in the intervening 
years for that sort of 
expectation to take root, but 
there is a growing feeling that 
an exuberant England side 
could at last make an impact 
deep into a major tournament. 

Youthful vigour and vibrancy 
are crucial to Hodgson, which 
is why he named Manchester 
United’s emerging 18-year-old 
striker Marcus Rashford in his 
initial squad. 

His biggest conundrum, 
though, is somewhat older in 
30-year-old Wayne Rooney, his 
captain, record goalscorer and 
England talisman for more than 
a decade. 

In the friendly against 
Germany in March, there was a 
glimpse of the new England, a 
hard-running, bright, innovative 
England with Harry Kane at its 
focal point. 

Kane is England’s first- 
choice centre-forward. That is 
non-negotiable after a brilliant 
25-goal season for Tottenham, 
where he has matured into a 
lethal striker. 

After that, Hodgson has 
options. Lots of them. He could 
play Leicester’s Jamie Vardy 
alongside Kane. He could play 
Rooney as a withdrawn striker 
behind Kane. He could play 
him wide in a front three, but 
that has never been Rooney’s 
preferred role. He could leave 
his captain on the bench and 
use him as an impact player. 

The point is that Rooney, the 
brilliant young talisman at Euro

2004, is no longer a definite 
starter. If he is fully fit and 
rediscovers his finest form, it 
would be difficult to leave out a 
player with his scoring record 
and his positive influence on 
those around him. 

But the fact that England 
have progressed with a pleasing 
tempo this past 12 months 
means Rooney’s absence would 
not be the blow it might once 
have been. 

Psychologically, England 
could not be in a better place. 
They qualified for Euro 2016 
by winning all their matches - 
in an admittedly easy group - 
and there is a pace and rhythm 
about their play which gives 
real hope to their fans. 

In Dele Alii they possess an 
attacking midfelder with quick 
feet and vision, one who 
crucially has a close 
understanding with Tottenham 
team-mate Kane, and in Eric 
Dier they have a midfielder of 
composure and intelligence. 
They have attackers of real 
pace and a fine goalkeeper in 
Joe Hart. 

Hodgson’s biggest concern 
remains his defence where, 
despite the promise of John 
Stones, there is a brittleness 
about such as Chris Smalling, 
Gary Cahill, Kyle Walker and 
Ryan Bertrand. 

Hodgson, however, has 
reason to be confident. 
“Whenever you go into a 
tournament you have to go into 
it hoping to win,” he said. “If 
you ask any of the teams, 
they’ll think they can do it. 

“No-one expected Denmark 
in 1992, Greece, Leicester to 
win the Premier League. 
Everyone needs that dream and 
hope and belief.” 

Welsh fans are certainly in 
dreamland. They last

participated in the finals of a 
major tournament in the 1958 
World Cup in Sweden, when 
the legendary John Charles 
inspired them to reach the 
quarter-finals. They are drawn 
in the same group as England 
and their clash in Lens on June 
16 is likely to be pivotal for 
both teams. 

So much for the Welsh rests 
on Gareth Bale, who scored 
seven goals in qualifying, 
including the only goal in the 
defining home win over 
Belgium. The Real Madrid star 
will be desperate to excel 
against his former Premier 
League counterparts. 

Northern Ireland, at their first 
major tournament for 30 years, 
face a huge task in a group 
which includes Poland, Ukraine 
and world champions Germany. 

Martin O’Neill and the 
Republic of Ireland, 
meanwhile, have the toughest 
task of all, locked in a so-called 
group of death with Sweden, 
Belgium and Italy. 


Ronaldo set to strike gold

WHEN it comes to excelling at the toughest 
aspect of the game, scoring goals, the cream is 
usually at the top and, on that basis, it would 
be folly to back against Cristiano Ronaldo 
winning the Golden Boot award. 

Ronaldo, inset, is the leading scorer 
in the history of the tournament with 
23 goals, including qualifying. He 
scored five in Portugal’s qualifying 
campaign, including a hat-trick 
against Armenia, and his rate for Real 
Madrid is phenomenal.

Portugal should canter through a group which 
includes Austria, Hungary and Iceland. 

Home advantage should make France a 
force, which is good news for Antoine 
Griezmann, the Atletico Madrid forward with 
n knack for scoring crucial goals. 

Arsenal’s Olivier Giroud will be alongside 
Griezmann, while German striker Thomas 
Muller is another contender. He scored 
nine goals in qualifying and netted 32 times 
in 48 matches for Bayern last season. 

Then there is Harry Kane of England, 
his natural goal-scoring ability. 

But the smart money? It has to be 
Ronaldo.

HOPE rather expectation is the 
overriding emotion as England 
look to make their mark at Euro 
2016, yet Leicester’s fairytale 
campaign offers tantalising 
proof of what can be achieved 
when a group of talented 
players buys into a philosophy. 

Roy Hodgson is perhaps 
fortunate to this summer be 
approaching his third major 
tournament in charge of the 
country of his birth after things 
unravelled so spectacularly at 
the World Cup two years ago. 

Failing to win a match in 
Brazil did not cost the 
widely-travelled 68-year-old 
his job, though, and the 
Football Association’s 
calculated gamble has 
seemingly paid off. 

Hodgson has gone about 
replacing much of the old guard 
with a fresh, young core, while 
simultaneously securing 
impressive results and 
England’s passage to Euro 
2016 with the only 100 per cent 
record in qualification. 


Overcoming the likes of 
Estonia and San Marino is, 
admittedly, hardly a yardstick 
with which to measure serious 
progress, but they did their job 
manfully having overcome 
their toughest opponent in their 
opening match. 

Danny Welbeck’s brace 
secured that 2-0 win in 
Switzerland on September 8, 
2014 - a time when promoted 
Leicester were still looking for 
their first win back in the 
Premier League. 

A lot has changed in the 
subsequent 20 months, with the 
Foxes’ dramatic fight against 
the drop followed by an 
unthinkable rise to the title - 
largely thanks to Jamie Vardy’s 
goals - providing Hodgson 
with a remarkable touchstone 
for upsetting the odds. 

“I don’t want the players to 
be fearful, I don’t want the 
players to be weighed down by 
expectations or thoughts of 
what might happen if they 
don’t succeed,” said the 
England manager. “We’ve seen 
this year the example with 


Leicester City: weeks and 
weeks turning into months and 
months of how long can this 
last? Is it all going to crack up? 

“Each time what they’ve 
done is work hard, try hard and 
tried to make certain going into 
each game they’re capable of 
winning it. That’s all we can do 
as well. 

“Nobody expected Denmark 
to win it in ‘92; nobody 
expected Greece to win the 
Euros(in 2004; no one expected 
Leicester to win the league.” 

Odds of 5,000-1 underlined 
just how unlikely the triumph 
masterminded by Claudio 
Ranieri was, with Leicester’s 
story acting as perhaps that 
little extra slither of belief 
required for the national team. 

Questions still linger over 
defensive strength, but there is 
at least some hope after the 
disastrous 2014 World Cup. 

Whether they have enough to 
end 50 years of hurt remains to 
be seen, but the Three Lions 
only need to look to the Foxes 
for inspiration of upsetting the 
odds. 


Star player - Harry Kane 

Wayne Rooney may be England’s all-time 
leading goalscorer, but his performance 
levels have dipped this season while Kane 
has continued to impress for Tottenham. 
He scored 21 League goals last season 
and now has the chance to prove he is 
one of the leading marksmen in Europe.

THE last time England 
played at the European 
Championship, Harry Kane had 
just finished a loan spell at 
Millwall and Dele Alii was 
completing his GCSEs. 

Both did fairly well. Kane 
scored nine goals and was 
named the club’s Young Player 
of the Season, while Alii left 
school with nine A to C grades, 
including As in Sport and 
Drama. 

As Kane cleared out his 
locker at Millwall’s training 
ground in Bromley and Alii 
signed off his final examination 
paper, it is hard to conceive 
either imagined that four years 
on they would be two of the 
most prized assets in the 
Premier League and Roy 
Hodgson’s starting line-up. 

In fact, their breakthroughs 
were still some way off when 
Andrea Pirlo was passing and 
penalty-chipping England out 
of the quarter-finals at Euro 
2012 . 

Kane spent the following 
season on loan at Norwich and 
then Leicester, scoring just 
twice in 21 appearances, while 
Alii would make his MK Dons 
debut in November, but was 
handed only a single league 
start before the campaign was 
out. 

England’s class of 2016 have 
proven fast learners and 
Hodgson now has an 
embarrassment of attacking

riches. Hodgson can simplify 
the equation by etching in Kane 
and Alii, and moulding the rest 
around them. 

Of Kane’s 25 league goals 
for Tottenham this season, 
seven were assisted by Alii and 
after the striker’s double 
against Bournemouth in March, 
Alii to Kane was the pass most 
likely to create a goal in Europe. 

Alii was initially deployed in 
central midfield by Mauricio 
Pochettino - and that may yet 
be where his long-term future 
lies - but it soon became 
apparent his craft in the final 
third and well-timed runs into 
the box were too precious a 
threat to waste anywhere other 
than around the opposition’s 


back line. His goals, 11 of them 
for club and country, and 
assists, nine for Spurs in the 
league, are clear to see, but less 
obvious is the impact the 
20-year-old has on Kane and a 
team’s ability to break down a 
defence. 

England, like Tottenham, are 
prone to stodginess against 
sides happy to sit back, but Alii 
is one of those rare midfielders 
eager to break lines, his runs on 
the ball down the flanks and off 
the ball through the middle 
opening up gaps. 

Kane, the Premier League 
Golden Boot winner, must play 
up front and down the middle, 
Alii either just off him in the 
centre or on the left with the 


freedom to cut inside. It is not a 
strategy without risk. But if 
Kane and Alii are given license 
to continue the chemistry 
shown for their club, England 
could have their most exciting 
partnership since Alan Shearer 
and Teddy Sheringham dazzled 
at Euro 96. 

Hodgson appears ready to 
roll the dice. 

“Germany coach Joachim 
Low gave x, y and z chances, 
they had no experience but he 
believed in their talent and look 
how they took their chance,” 
said Hodgson recently. 

“We have to believe the same 
will happen with ours, because 
there is no reason not to.” Kane 
and Alii can lead the charge.

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Hodgson’s defenders do not 
ooze authority or composure

Hodgson must rely on his attack 
to offset a shaky line of defence

THERE was a time when an 
England football manager 
could agonise over his midfield 
and attacking options going 
into a major tournament in the 
certain knowledge that at least 
he could rely on his central 
defence. 

Not Roy Hodgson. The 
England boss will take his 
squad to France for Euro 2016 
knowing that there are goals in 
his side. In Harry Kane and 
Jamie Vardy and Delle Alii and 
Wayne Rooney, even if the 
England captain is pressed into 
a deeper midfield role as seems 
likely. 

Going forward there is a 
vigour and a tempo to 
England’s recent performances 
which have been hugely 
encouraging. 

But always, even in victory, 
there have been doubts. The 
signs are that the back door to 
England’s Euro 2016 challenge 
is too prone to swing open at 
the most inopportune moments. 

Hodgson, eager to 
accommodate his attacking 
talents, has opted to take just 


three central defenders in the 
shape of Chris Smalling, Gary 
Cahill and John Stones, none of 
whom are specialist left-sided 
defenders. 

That would not be a major 
problem if they were all in fine 
form and bursting with 
confidence. They aren’t. 

Cahill has struggled to hold 
down a regular place in the 
Chelsea side this past season. 
Stones, at 21 an elegant and 
promising ball player, was left 
out of the Everton side for most 
of the second half of the 
season. 

And while Smalling was a 
fixture for Manchester United 
his aberration when getting sent 
off in the FA Cup final, pulling 
a player down by the legs 
rugby-style against Crystal 
Palace, only highlighted the 
brittle nature of his decision¬ 
making. 

They do not ooze authority 
or composure. Not when 
compared with some of the 
mighty defenders of England 


past. Ever since Bobby Moore 
turned leading from the back 
into an elegant art form 
England have been blessed 
with central defenders of 
courage and stature. 

Men such as Terry Butcher, 
Tony Adams and Des Walker. 

Players such as Sol 
Campbell, a formidable 
presence in the centre-back 
position who was the only 
England player to be named in 
the FIFA World Cup All-Star 
team in 2002 in Japan. 

There is no point dwelling on 
the past and Hodgson had no 
real alternative but to put his 
faith in Smalling, Cahill and 
Stones. 

The tentative nature of their 
defending, however, does 
illuminate the gamble Hodgson 
has accepted by not adding a 
fourth central defender to his 
squad. Instead, he preferred to 
argue that holding midfielder 
Eric Dier could be pressed into 
the central defensive role if 
needed, even though he did not 


play there for Tottenham last 
season. That is worrying. Major 
tournaments can be won by 
disguising weaknesses and 
filling in for vulnerable 
teammates and Brazil have 
lifted several World Cups while 
displaying defensive frailties. 

But the most prestigious 
trophies are rarely lifted by a 
team with weakness at its 
central core. We can be sure 
that Russia will have noted how 
Turkey caused panic and 
chaotic positioning in 
England’s defence to score in 
the first of England’s three 
pre-tournament friendlies at the 
Etihad stadium. 

Quick, technical opponents 
scythed a way through. 

England will face plenty of 
those if they progress deep into 
the tournament. 

Hodgson has instigated a 
high pressing game and forged 
a team with the ability to 
counter-attack with devastating 
pace. It is bold and brave but it 
is also the strategy of a manger 
who really knows the score. 

For Hodgson’s England, 
attack is the best form of 
defence.

Williams’ joyride

Skipper lapping 
up life with his 
adopted country

WALES captain Ashley 
Williams is the outsider who 
came in from the cold. 

The teenage Williams was 
shown the door at West Brom 
and had to fight his way to the 
top via non-league football and 
plenty of unglamorous jobs 
outside the game. 

On a CV that includes spells 
at Hednesford and Stockport, 
there is also time served as a 
petrol station attendant, a 
waiter at a Beefeater restaurant 
and a stall worker at a theme 
park. 

Even when Wolverhampton- 
born Williams eventually wore 
the red of Wales, courtesy of a 
Welsh grandfather, he might 
have been forgiven for feeling 
like a foreigner. 

Chris Coleman chose the 
man with the broad Midlands 
accent to replace Aaron 
Ramsey as captain in October 
2012, as Wales struggled to 
cope with the transition 
following the tragic death of 
previous manager Gary Speed. 

But Williams, who had 
joined Swansea from Stockport 
in 2008, was caught in the 
crossfire as the inter-club 
rivalry in Welsh football reared 
its head. 

“Ashley Williams, he’s not 
even Welsh,” sang a section of 
Cardiff fans keen to show 
support for their former 
favourite, Ramsey. 

Nearly four years on, that 
dissent has disappeared and 
Williams is now the undisputed 
leader of a side which ended 58 
years of hurt by qualifying for 
Euro 2016. 

He was the rock in a defence 
which conceded only four 
times in 10 qualifiers, his 
performances not going 
unnoticed by those who 
selected the Euro 2016 
qualifiers all-star XL So no-one 
in Wales will be worrying 


where he was bom and brought 
up when Coleman’s side play 
England in Lens on June 16, 
least of all Williams. 

“I wasn’t bom here, I grew 
up watching England in 
football, mgby, whatever,” 
Williams has said. 

“I have Welsh blood, but Em 
not stupid enough to go around 
saying Em Welsh when I was 
bom where I was bom. 

“I know people will have 
their opinions about it, but I 
feel Welsh and hopefully 
people can see Eve given my 
all for the country. 

“Eve played through injuries, 
learned the anthem before we 
were told to do it as a squad, 
researched the teams of the 
past, Eve thrown myself into it. 
I know what it means because I 
feel it.” 

Williams was establishing 
his reputation at Stockport 


when a slice of luck set him on 
the path to an international 
career. 

Brian Flynn, then Wales’ 
youth chief, had travelled to 
Stockport to watch Wayne 
Hennessey during the 
goalkeeper’s loan spell from 
Wolves. 

Flynn was impressed with 
the young central defender with 
the Welsh-sounding surname 
and enquiries were made as to 
whether Williams qualified for 
Wales. 

When the Football 
Association of Wales were told 
the answer was yes, Williams 
was duly named in John 
Toshack’s next squad and made 
his debut against Luxembourg 
in March 2008. 

The very next day Williams 
strengthened his ties to Wales 
by signing for Swansea, first on 
loan and then in a permanent

£400,000 deal two months 
later. It is not an exaggeration 
to say that represents probably 
the best bit of business in 
Swansea’s history. 

Williams was soon 
celebrating promotion from 
League One and three years 
later was a mainstay of the 
Swansea side which won 
promotion to the Premier 
League through the 
Championship play-offs. 

In the intervening five 
seasons he has developed into 
one of the most consistent 
defenders in the top flight and 
was instrumental in Swansea 
winning the Capital One Cup in 
2013 and qualifying for 
Europe. 

He has combined a physical 
approach with astute positional 
sense and an ability to play 
from the back as Swansea have 
established themselves in the 
Premier League. 

Williams’ leadership skills 
were spotted by Swansea long 
before Coleman took the 
difficult decision to replace the 
popular Ramsey and his 
injury-free record is remarkable 
in modern-day football. 

The 31-year-old has now 
made more than 350 
appearances for Swansea and 
played 58 times for Wales in 
becoming indispensable for 
club and country. 

“It took so long to qualify 
but it isn’t job done - it’s the 
start of something else now,” 
said Williams. “We want this 
to be a springboard.” 

The roller-coaster ride for 
the former theme park worker 
may not be about to stop in 
France. 


Star player - Gareth Bale 

The world’s most expensive player was a 
force of nature in the Euro 2016 qualifiers 
as he dragged Wales towards France with 
his attacking brilliance and his infectious 
work-rate. Seven goals and two assists in 
qualifying make the Real Madrid man 
simply irreplaceable. 


Coach - Chris Coleman 

The former Fulham and Real Sociedad 
manager took some time to convince the 
critics he was the man for the job. But 
Coleman has developed a successful 
tactical strategy and fostered a terrific 
team spirit. 
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AARON RAMSEY has 
always kept the faith. 

In choosing football over 
other sports, to believing that 
Arsenal was a better bet than 
Manchester United, Ramsey 
had to make tough decisions 
at an early age. 

Then came personal 
heartache and loss. 

A shattering double 
fracture of a leg when still a 
teenager and the tragic death 
of his Wales manager Gary 
Speed, the man who had 
made him the youngest 
captain of his country at the 
age of 20 years and 90 days. 

It was an honour that 
Ramsey was to lose when 
Speed’s successor, Chris 
Coleman, wanted the more 
experienced Ashley Williams 
to wear the armband, and for 
the midfielder to focus on his 
game. 

Ramsey did so as he won 
over the snipers who had 
openly questioned what 
Arsenal manager Arsene 
Wenger saw in the young 
Welshman. 

He scored the winner in 
the 2014 FA Cup final victory 
over Hull and his box-to-box 
energy, passing ability, and 
eye for goal made him 
impossible for Wenger to 
omit and drew admiring 
glances from Barcelona. 

All the time Ramsey was 
adamant that Wales would 
end 58 years of hurt by 
qualifying for Euro 2016. 

“I always believed we 
could get ourselves into a 
position like that from when 
Gary Speed took over and 
you could see everything 
being put in place,” Ramsey 
said last year. 

“We started off really well 
under him and obviously 
what happened knocked us 
for a while. 

“It wasn’t an easy thing 
to overcome, but I never 
thought we would fail 
under Chris.” 

Ramsey, however, 
might have followed a 
different sporting 
path. A fine 800 
metre and 
cross-country 
runner, he 
was a Welsh 
Schools’ 
pentathlon 
champion 
and ranked 
fourth in 
Great 
Britain at 
under-17 
level in 
2006. But 
he was 
already a 
member of 


Cardiff City’s academy, and 
the rush to the top was on 
when he became the 
Bluebirds’ youngest-ever 
player at the age of 16 years 
and 124 days. 

The following season he 
made 21 appearances as 
Cardiff reached the 2008 FA 
Cup final, his final 
appearance coming as a 
second-half substitute in the 
1-0 defeat to Portsmouth at 
Wembley. 

He almost signed for 
Manchester United but chose 
Arsenal. However, a split 
second at Stoke would soon 
turn the Welshman’s dream 
move into a nightmare. 

A tackle by Stoke defender 
Ryan Shawcross in February 
2010 broke the tibia and 
fibula in Ramsey’s right 
leg. Ramsey would not play 
again for Arsenal for more 
than a year. 

Speed offered Ramsey 
encouragement with the 
Wales captaincy, but eight 
months later the manager’s 
sudden death left a nation 
grieving. 

The young captain 
struggled to comprehend it 
more than most. 

Coleman felt the pressure 
was too great, and Ramsey 
needed to take a step back to 
have a greater impact. It was 
to prove a masterstroke. 

While Gareth Bale played 
the lead role in guiding Wales 
to France, Ramsey has 
blossomed in the central 
attacking midfield role he 
prefers. 

“We have shown we have a 
team capable of beating 
anyone and that’s how he will 
approach the finals,” said 
Ramsey. “One of my targets 
for this season was to help 

Wales to qualify and 
to show what I’m 
capable of doing 
on the big 
stage.” 

No-one 
should doubt 
the Welshman 
with the inner 
steel doing just 
that.

SLOVAKIA made hard work of 
getting over the line to qualify, 
but that can now be forgotten 
as they prepare for their first 
European Championship as an 
independent nation. 

The central Europeans only 
needed to win one of their final 
two games to be assured of a 
place in France and that looked 
a formality as they prepared to 
host Belarus and then go to 
Luxembourg. 

Nerves perhaps got the better 
of them, though, as they wasted 
the chance to qualify in front of 
their own fans after slipping to 
a 1-0 defeat to Belarus, despite 
the visitors playing the last 25 
minutes with 10 men. 

The goals had suddenly dried 
up and they had gone more 
than five hours without one as 
they made the trip to 
Luxembourg, so it was a huge 
relief when three goals in seven 
first-half minutes appeared to 
have completed the job. 

There was further drama to 
come, though, as the mi nn ows 
scored twice in quick 
succession just after the hour 
and suddenly Slovakia’s 
qualification hopes were 
hanging by a thread. That was

how it stayed until injury time 
when Marek Hamsik added a 
fourth goal and finally the 
celebrations could begin. 

Qualification had been made 
possible by results earlier in the 
campaign, most notably a 
stunning 2-1 victory at home to 
defending champions Spain. 

Miroslav Stoch’s close-range 
header in the 87th minute 
completed a famous win and 
condemned Spain to their first 
qualifying defeat in eight years 
- an unbeaten run which had 
lasted for 36 matches. 

Having already beaten 
Ukraine 1-0 in Kiev in their 
opening game, Slovakia could 
not have made a better start and 
they went on to win their first 
six matches to put them on 
course to win the group. 

A 2-0 defeat in Spain ended 
their 100 per cent record and 
was the start of the goal 
drought which threatened to 
undo all their hard work but, 
across the course of the 
campaign, they proved 
themselves worthy of a place at 


the finals. Having knocked Italy 
out of the 2010 World Cup and 
beaten Spain in qualifying, 
Slovakia will not be fazed by 
the prospect of facing England 
in their final group game, with 
results against Wales and 
Russia dictating what is at stake 
in the Saint-Etienne showdown. 

Hamsik’s goal against 
Luxembourg was one of five he 
scored during qualifying and 
the Napoli attacking midfielder 
is the undoubted dangerman, 
with Vladimir Weiss often the 
provider. No player produced 
more assists during qualifying 
than the six goals laid on by the 
well-travelled midfielder, who 
now plays for Lekhwiya in 
Qatar after previous spells in 
England, Scotland, Spain, Italy 
and Greece. 

Slovakia also have quality in 
defence, with captain Martin 
Skrtel a proven operator after 
making more than 300 
appearances for Liverpool. 

It may be their first European 
Championship, but the pedigree 
is there, with Slovakia 
providing a large part of the 
Czechoslovakia squad which 
won the title in 1976. 

As Spain can testify, the 
current squad is also capable of 
mixing it with the best. 


Star player - Marek Hamsik 

The attacking midfielder moved to 
Brescia in Italy as a 17-year-old and has 
developed into one of Serie A’s most 
exciting talents. He joined Napoli in 2007 
and has been a regular ever since, 
captaining them to the Coppa Italia in 
2014, and he was Slovakia’s leading scorer 
in qualifying. 


Coach- Jan Kozak 

Former Czechoslovakia international 
Kozak took over in July 2013, but was 
unable to help them qualify for the World 
Cup in Brazil. He has twice won the Slovak 
league title as manager of FC Kosice and 
helped them reach the group stage of the 
Champions League in 1998.

Slutsky hits 
sweet spot 



Denis Cheryshev could be a danger for England

EURO 2016 must have looked 
a long way away when Russia 
could only manage a draw at 
home to minnows Moldova in 
their third qualifying match. 

A poor start to their 
campaign meant they were 
always up against it and they 
were third in their group in July 
2015 when Fabio Capello’s 
contract as coach was ended 
three years early following a 
home defeat by Austria. 

The Italian had been due to 
remain in charge through to the 
2018 World Cup, which Russia 
will host, but eight points from 
the first six qualifiers was a 
continuation of the poor form 
which had seen them exit the 
2014 World Cup at the group 
stage without winning a game. 

With Russia four points 
behind Sweden in the 
qualifying race, CSKA Moscow 
coach Leonid Slutsky was 
brought in and masterminded 
an immediate improvement. 

His first match in charge was 
a crucial 1-0 victory at home to 
the Swedes and that proved to 
be the first of four straight wins 
in the space of five weeks 
which saw Russia claim second 
spot in their group and 
automatic qualification. 

So what changed? The 
removal of a language barrier 
between the coach and the 
players certainly helped, with 
Slutsky the first Russian- 
speaking coach to take charge 
of the national team since 2006, 
while his more attacking tactics 
also paid off. 

Slutsky also got the best out 
of Artem Dzyuba. The striker 
grabbed the only goal in the 
win against Sweden and 
smashed four past 
Liechtenstein in a 7-0 rout. 

The squad is made up almost 
entirely of players based in 
Russia, with the exception of 


Denis Cheryshev. The winger 
was the player whose 
appearance in the Copa del Rey 
earlier this season resulted in 
Real Madrid being kicked out 
of the tournament and he spent 
the second half of the campaign 
on loan at Spanish rivals 
Valencia. 

At the back, keeper Igor 
Akinfeev provides valuable 
experience. He has been the 
first choice No.l at CSKA 
Moscow since breaking into 
the team as a 17-year-old and is 
closing in on a century of 
appearances for his country. 

Akinfeev will be appearing 
at his fourth European 
Championship, having been 


part of the squad in 2004 and 
playing every match in 2008 as 
Russia reached the semi-finals. 
Russia will fancy their chances 
of at least qualifying from their 
group. 

Their confidence should be 
boosted by the knowledge they 
have won their most recent 
fixture against each of their 
group rivals, with Russia 
pipping England to 
qualification for Euro 2008. 

They looked set to need a 
play-off again for much of their 
recent qualifying campaign but, 
under Slutsky, Russia have 
proved unbeatable in 
competitive matches, making 
them dark horses.

S ir Isaac Newton’s 
story reads like a 
rags-to-riches tale of 
a lonely fatherless 
boy from a sheep 
farm who went on to become a 
scientific genius and one of the 
greatest men of his age. 

His work on defining and 
explaining gravitation as well 
as the three laws of motion are 
some of the most influential 
scientific theories every 
developed.

The tale of three eccentric old 
duffers ambling around a small 
Yorkshire town ran for 31 series 
and was finally put out to 
pasture in 2010. Actress Kathy 
Staff starred as Nora in the very 
first show in January 1973 and 
when Compo (Bill Owen) died in 
1999, Staff announced plans to 
leave. She was persuaded to stay 
and, apart from a brief spell in 
the revived ITV soap Crossroads, 
continued to play the character

VIEWERS of Sunday tea-time TV 
don’t generally like surprises 
and those who tuned into the 
much-loved series Heartbeat got 
a gentle introduction to spin-off 
The Royal. 

Not only did it keep the cop 
drama’s Yorkshire setting and 
1960s flavour but familiar 
Heartbeat characters featured in 
the first series including Gina 
Ward and PC Alf Ventress as 
well as Claude Greengrass, back 
from the Tropics with a 
mysterious disease which gave 
actor Bill Maynard the chance to 
lie in bed and order everyone 
around. 

At the time, the show’s 
directors reckoned viewers 
would get comfort from the odd 
appearance of people they knew. 
Other well-known faces joined 
the cosy cast, with Wendy Craig 
as matron and Ian Carmichael 
as hospital secretary T. J.

Ultra exclusive BMW M3

BMW is marking the 30th 
anniversary of the legendary M3 
high performance saloon with a 
limited edition model that is 
destined to become hot property 
in more ways than one. 

Not only is the BMW M3 30 
Jahre Edition the quickest 
production M3, there’s only 30 of 
them to be sold in the UK. 

As such it carries a price tag of 
£82,675 which is some £23,000 
more than the super-boosted M3 
Competition Package model on 
which it is based. 

According to BMW, the M3 30 
Jahre Edition can sprint from 0 to 
60 in four seconds flat - 0.1 of a 
second quicker than the 
Competition specification car. 

Top speed remains restricted to 
155mph and despite the 450bhp 
output of the 3.0-litre straight six 
engine and a seven speed DCT 
transmission, fuel economy is 
rated officially at 34mpg with 
emissions of 194g/km. 

To mark the exclusivity of the 
anniversary model the car is 
fitted with a full set of perfor¬ 
mance systems including 
adaptive suspension, an active 
differential and a remapped 
multi-mode drive selector. 

It also comes with special badg- 


ing, sits on 20-inch alloys and has 
additional body kit in the form of 
a carbon fibre front splitter, 
mirror caps, rear diffuser and a 
carbon fibre rear spoiler. 

There’s also a black finish to the 
exhaust nacelles and the ‘frozen 
silver’ paint job has an appropri¬ 
ate hue for a pearl anniversary. 

The front wing vents, which 


carry a 30 Jahre logo, have also 
been redesigned specially for the 
anniversary car. 

The cockpit includes light¬ 
weight, skeletal design sports 
seats, leather upholstery and 
black/blue stitching in the trim. 

Completing the high perfor¬ 
mance image are alcantara 
finishes for the steering wheel 


and gear selector. JJigh tech kit 
features a head up display, 
adaptive LED headlights, ceramic 
brakes and a harman/kardon 
surround-sound hi-fi. 

The first of the 30 Jahre specials 
will be released in the summer, 

30 years after the first M3 was 
sold following its debut at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show in 1985.

THE Mazda MX-5 has been 
bringing smiles to faces for the 
best part of three decades - and 
the latest model is similarly a 
little ray of sunshine.

"Iwitter functionality are 
provided as is Bluetooth which 
can be accessed from the steer¬ 
ing wheel-mounted controls. 

Efficient air conditioning 
ensures a pleasant atmosphere 
if you miss summer’s one sunny 
day to lower the fabric roof. I 
was lucky to be blessed with 
the bright yellow disc in the sky 
during my time with the road¬ 
ster so I can report the manual 
operation to take the top off is 
simplicity itself. 

The roof is stored behind the 
driver and passenger so doesn’t 
impinge on the admittedly 
limited boot space. 

The world’s best-selling 
two-seat roadster is powered 
by either 1.5 or 2.0-litre petrol 
engines linked to a super-slick 
six-speed manual gearbox. 

The 1.5-litre unit under the 
bonnet of the motor I drove is 
a rev-loving beast that makes a 
glorious sound. 

It is a dream to drive with a 
new chassis and supple suspen¬ 
sion aided and abetted by point 
and shoot steering providing 
thrills while letting you know 
when spills are imminent.

Revamp for Vauxhall Zafira Tourer By: Chris Russon 


VAUXHALL has released the first official images of 
its revamped Zafira Tourer MPV which will be on the 
road in the autumn. 

With a new look nose featuring sharper lines and 
redesigned LED headlamps, the seven seater is also 
getting more onboard technology with Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto connectivity as well as Vauxhall’s 
OnStar emergency assistance system. 

The images - although of a left-hand-drive model 
- show a redesigned dashboard with less clutter on 
the instrument panel and an integrated seven-inch 
touchscreen giving the driver a greater field of view. 


Other high tech equipment includes an onboard 
Wi-Fi set up which allows up to seven devices to 
be connected as well as adaptive cruise control, 
automatic emergency braking and lane departure 
warning. 

As with Vauxhall’s latest Astra hatchback, the new 
Zafira Tourer can be had with an adaptive LED 
lighting system which automatically adjusts the 
headlamps to provide maximum illumination at 
night without dazzling other road users. 

The new model is due for release in October and while 
prices have still to be announced, the current Zafira 
Tourer line up ranges from £17,305 for a 1.4-litre 
petrol model to almost £27,000 for a 2.0-litre diesel. 



Nissan switches on solar farm By: Mike Torpey 


NISSAN has switched on a new solar farm at its Sunderland plant 
in the North East, the latest landmark in the company’s journey 
towards Intelligent Mobility. 

Made of up 19,000 photo-voltaic panels, the new 4.75MW facility 
is now fully operational as the Japanese company strives towards 
its twin goals of zero emissions and zero fatalities. 

The solar farm has been installed alongside 10 wind turbines 
already generating clean power for Nissan in Sunderland, the 
European production centre for the all-electric Nissan LEAF 
model and its batteries. Colin Lawther, Nissan’s Senior Vice 
President for Manufacturing, Purchasing and Supply Chain 
Management in Europe, said: “Renewable energy is fundamental 
to Nissan’s vision for Intelligent Mobility. “We have built over 
50,000 Nissan LEAFs in Europe, and the industry-leading new 
250km-range LEAF is now available. “With 10 wind turbines 
already generating energy for our Sunderland plant, this new 
solar farm will further reduce the environmental impact of 
Nissan vehicles during their entire lifecycle.” 

Nissan began integrating renewable energy sources in Sunderland 
in 2005 when the company installed its first wind turbines on site. 
The solar farm produces seven per cent of the plant’s electricity 
requirements, enough to build the equivalent of 31,374 vehicles. 
It has been installed within the loop of Nissan’s vehicle test track 
in Sunderland by partner company European Energy 



Photovoltaics, with 100% of the electricity generated to be used 
by Nissan. Its installation comes as Nissan celebrates its 30th 
anniversary of manufacturing in the UK. 

Pursuing a goal of zero emission vehicles and zero fatalities 
on the road, Nissan’s Intelligent Mobility vision is designed to 
guide the company’s product and technology pipeline. And 
breakthrough initiatives recently announced concerning electric 
vehicles include a future generation of electric vehicle batteries 
for the UK battery plant and a major vehicle-to-grid trial in the 
UK in partnership with energy provider Enel that will see Nissan 
electric vehicles supplying the UK’s National Grid.

IN the world of commercial vehicles experience 
counts for a lot - and few manufacturers can get 
anywhere near Ford in that respect. 

Ford commercial vehicle sales were at their second 
highest ever in 2015 and last month achieved an 
all-time best-ever record. 

Last year Ford’s commercial vehicle registrations 
exceeded 100,000, maintaining its position as the 
UK’s favourite van maker, a status it has held for 


the past 50 years. 

The Ford Transit has led the van market from its launch 
in 1965 and Ford’s current CV range secured a 24.8 per 
cent share in 2015, up from 23.5 per cent in 2014.

“By looking at the team, there is that 
togetherness - it looks tight and I think 
we’ve got a good chance.” 

Coventry is a club that connects 
Phillips and Rob Page, as the 
Northampton manager played for the 
Sky Blues for just over three years 
between 2005 and 2008. 

Phillips said: “I do remember watching 
him play for Coventry around 2005, 
when I was a younger kid at the time so 
it is a bit crazy in that way. I’m really 
looking forward to working with him. 

“I’d been there since the age of seven, 
so it felt a bit crazy [to leave], but that’s 
life. The manager there didn’t want me, 
so I’m just looking forward to showing 
Northampton fans what I’ve got and 
give it all I can.”

In a month where Britain votes to 
be in or out of the EU, Roy 
Hodgson’s England will be aim¬ 
ing to stay in Euro 2016 for the 
long haul. 

Hodgson has assembled the 
cream of English talent at chic 
French resort Chantilly but we 
still don’t know what tactics are 
his cup of tea. 

Cramming Wayne Rooney, Jamie 
Vardy and Harry Kane into a 4-3-3 
v Portugal left a sour taste with the 
attacking players pulled too wide 
to be goalscoring threats. 

Elsewhere, it seems that dia¬ 
monds are not a goal’s best friend 
given a diamond formation means 
that, once again, England would 
have several players out of posi¬ 


tion in a major tournament. 

Such tactics would be a gamble 
with the midfield might of Spain, 
Germany and France ready to 
expose any weakness. 

It would be criminal if the 
French trade unions posed more 
of a striking threat than England’s 
forward line and that means start¬ 
ing Spurs and Leicester hot-shots 
Kane and Vardy. 

Euro 2016 will be the coming of 
age for the 4-2-3-1 formation and 
most teams risking only one for¬ 
ward. That’s why Hodgson should 
make use of England’s major 
strength in our attacking options 
and look to settle matches by the 
traditional route of scoring more 
goals. We have various midfield 
options to drop back into a 4-5-1 
with games secured. 

Every other competing nation, 
including Germany and Spain, 
covet the Three Lions’ forward 


personnel in Kane, Vardy, 
Sturridge, Rashford and Rooney. 
They’ll know that England have 
the firepower to win tightly- 
fought matches. 

That brings us back to the future 
and the 4-4-2 formation, so 
unfashionable that it could come 
back into style. Of course, England 
will have to be wary of Russia in 
the opener on Saturday but should 
be testing their centre-back par¬ 
ing of Aleksei Berezutski (aged 33) 
and Sergei Ignashevich (36). 

Hodgson has wrestled with the 
‘Rooney conundrum’ but unless 
‘Wazza’ is utilised as a straight 
striker or holding midfielder there 
is little to warrant his inclusion. 

Dele Ali has done more than 
enough to deserve a start in cen¬ 
tral midfield while this writer 
would opt for the distributive 
guile of Jack Wilshere over the 
combative Eric Dier. 


‘Boring’ James Milner looks a 
good shout to soften up the 
Russian rearguard before 
unleashing the two-footed Adam 
Lallana on tiring legs. That leaves 
the thoroughly underrated 
Raheem Sterling to cause havoc 
from his favoured left-wing berth. 

England’s defence picks itself, 
bar the suggested inclusion of the 
sturdy Kyle Walker over Nathaniel 
Clyne. Hodgson’s team will have 
to grow into the tournament but 
watch out for Daniel Sturridge, 
the technically gifted finisher, 
who could return with a bang 
when hitting full fitness. 

France, Germany, Spain and 
Belgium rank as contenders for 
the Euro 2016 crown but if 
Hodgson can give two strikers free 
rein in opposition boxes it could 
be red-shirted England giving the 
hosts the sacre-blues in the final 
on the 10th July.

Nottinghamshire Outlaws 445-8 beat 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks 425 by 20 runs

That Northamptonshire Steelbacks head coach 
David Ripley was able to talk about ‘what ifs’ just 
shows the incredible effort his side put in with 
the bat in their 20-run defeat against 
Nottinghamshire Outlaws in their opening One- 
Day Cup fixture on Monday. 

After being on the receiving end of the second- 
highest total in the history of List-A cricket, not to 
mention the highest one-day partnership on 
English soil, it was looking bleak for Northants. 

Forced to chase Nottinghamshire’s gargantuan 
445-8, fears were raised of a worse outcome than 
their 220-run thrashing at the hands of Surrey at 
The Oval last season. 

They were also without the injured Richard Levi, 


who only appeared at number 11 out of despera¬ 
tion, but with Rory Kleinveldt playing the innings 
of his life, a cricketing miracle looked possible. 

It was only after Kleinveldt fell with the score on 
396-6 were they to be finally finished off in an 
astonishing match that saw a staggering 870 runs 
in total - a record in English one-day cricket 

Ripley said: “There’s a lot of pride and there’s a 
lot of feel-good factor coming out of that. 

“Chasing such a huge score, the amount of times 
you dribble to 170 all out because you’ve got to 
keep going at the rate and you lose wickets and we 
would have lost by nearly 300 runs - imagine that. 

“But actually, if Richard Levi would have been 
fit, we might well have won that game so we had a 
bit of bad luck. 

“Rory put in a phenomenal effort, Adam 
Rossington at the start and that’s not to take any¬ 
thing away from Riki Wessels and Michael Lumb 
- they were outstanding as well.” 

Lumb and Wessels were the story in the first part 
of this game as they piled on a massive 342 
between them (a record List-A partnership in 


England) for the Outlaws’ opening wicket, with 
Lumb ending up with 185 and Wessels 146. 

But they were almost trumped by Kleinveldt, 
who was batting with a runner yet hammered an 
unbelievable 128 off 63 deliveries that included 
ten fours and nine sixes - all on one good leg. 

Ripley said: “I think he went in the side as well. 
If he wouldn’t have gone in the side from swinging 
there, I think he would have got us there. 

“He was really pumped, really determined to get 
us there and not only with the calf, but when he 
couldn’t quite swing as fully as he was because his 
side was hurting. 

“We’re a bit of a walking wounded, which is a bit 
of a concern. We’ve got Oily [Stone] out, we might 
have Rich out and we might have Rory out, we’ve 
got to dig deep.” 

Ripley revealed Levi only batted because 
Northants had a sniff of victory, adding: “We 
weren’t over keen, he couldn’t move his shoulder, 
so we were playing it safe, but having come that 
close he wheeled himself out there. When we got 
to within about 50 we started talking about it.”

“Paul is a talented pros¬ 
pect, he is getting game 
time, each time I have seen 
him so far he has looked 
good, he is constantly 
improving in the games he 
has been playing for 
Northampton,” the 119-cap 
international said. 

“Watching him at a senior 
level for England, I just 


think this tour is perfectly 
placed for young players 
like him to come through 
and impress for the future. 

“You just want to see eve¬ 
rybody get an opportunity, 
but they have to grab it 
with both hands because 
there are a lot of good play¬ 
ers wanting to do the same. 

“I think the Australian 
side from the Rugby World 
Cup was a very good side, 
so for us going over there it 
is a challenge, but it is not 
an impossible challenge.”

Northamptonshire fast bowler Oily 
Stone is unlikely to play again this 
season after the club revealed he 
has suffered a compact knee injury 
involving his anterior cruciate lig¬ 
ament and cartilage. 

The injury occurred in 
Northants’ seven-wicket win over 
Worcestershire in the T20 Blast 
last Friday after he landed badly in 
jumping for joy after taking the 
wicket of England international 
Moeen Ali. 

Stone broke down in his run-up 
in attempting to bowl his next 
delivery and had to be carried 
from the field and scans have 
unfortunately revealed the extent 
of the damage. 

It is a fresh blow for the 22-year- 
old paceman, who has suffered 
several injuries that have ham¬ 
pered his progress in recent years, 
including problems to his fingers, 
shin and back. 

In a statement, Northants said 
Stone has now been referred to 
Andrew Williams, an orthopaedic 
knee surgeon, who is a specialist 
with sports injuries and has been 
used by the club with previous 
players. 

Barry Goudriaan, Head Physio at 
Northants, said “We will do all we 
can to support Oily through a pro¬ 
gramme of treatment and recov¬ 
ery. He couldn’t be in better hands 
with our local consultant 
Professor Bill Ribbans and now Mr 
Andrew Williams in London.” 

Northants captain Alex Wakely 
said after the Worcestershire 
game: “For me, he’s one of the 
quickest bowlers in the country 
and it’s just such a shame. 

“He’s such a nice guy as well and 
he doesn’t deserve all this bad 
luck. In hindsight, we could have 
said he shouldn’t have bowled, but 
at the time you can’t do that - if he 
wants to bowl he wants to bowl.”

Northampton Town manager Rob Page is 
prepared to bide his time when it comes to 
bringing in what he regards as the right type of 
players for the Cobblers this summer. 

Former Coventry right-back Aaron Phillips 
became the first player to arrive at Sixfields 
since Page’s appointment last month when he 
joined on a two-year contract last Friday. 

Page inherited a strong core from his prede¬ 
cessor Chris Wilder, including key men from the 
last campaign such as John-Joe O’Toole, Ricky 
Holmes and Marc Richards.

One area where Page now has some depth is at 
right-back, where Phillips will be competing 
with Brendan Moloney, who made the position 
his own last season. 

It is that sort of competition that the Cobblers 
boss will be looking for throughout his squad in 
order for them to handle the step up in quality 
they’re bound to face after their promotion from 
League Two. 

Page hopes Moloney and Phillips will drive 
each other on, saying: “That’s the idea, with 


things changing with how we go about our busi¬ 
ness next season, going from [transfer] window 
to window with loans. 

“It’s important that we have that strength in 
depth and Aaron certainly gives us that and it’s 
like I’ve said to any player coming in and any 
player already here, it’s over to them now 
through pre-season to show me that they’re 
there for the first game of the season to wear the 
jersey.” 

Page also revealed that he is currently 


speaking to players already at the club, adding: 
“I’m making my way through the squad - I sat 
down with Rico and had a good conversation 
with him. He was very positive about the foot¬ 
ball club as a whole and rightly so. Like I said, 
they had a fantastic season last year and it’s 
about building the momentum. 

“I’ve touched base with a couple of others as 
well, basically saying that we’re looking forward 
to next season and I’m looking forward to work¬ 
ing with that group of players.”
